Pargraph 2 “For example, regions with large urbanized areas 
(Regional Water Boards 2, 4, and 8: San Francisco Bay, Los Angeles, and 
Colorado River)” Replaced with “For example, regions with large 
urbanized areas (Regional Water Boards 2, 4, and 8: San Francisco Bay, 
Los Angeles, and Santa Ana)”.

NPDES Memorandum of Agreement between U.S. EPA Region IX and the 
Water Boards, Inspection frequency will be conducted as follows: All 
major dischargers will be inspected at least once a year. Minor 
dischargers generally will be inspected once a year, as resources allow, 
but no less than once during the five year permit cycle.”
